pire. Snch a vote from such a quarter is 
utterly insignificant. But in Canada itself 
the event assumes extreme importance, as 
testing the value of the ropresentat'vo in- 
stitutions to whose control the destinies of 
a large and rapidly increasing community 
are now committed. A Legislature which 
cannot act consistently fora year together, 
which stultifies by one vote its own delih- 
erato resolution, rogistered a few months 
previously, by another, and which rescinds 
in tho Session of 1858 the conclusion a- 
dopted in the Session of 1857, is evidently 
a most inapt and inefficient instrument for 
inistering the affairs of a nation of 
sel men. The late vote of the Cana- 
n Parliamont has occasioned a Ministe- 
ial orisis in the colony, and conveyed a 
despicable insult to the Crown, but its chief 
effect ix to infuse serious doubts whether 
the local community are not even now too 
rude and barbarious to be safely entrusted 
with the privilego of representative institn- 
tonsa.

To bo sued 
and soli ont is fan compared with that, and 
to be charged with folly or dishonesty is jnst 
as well now as it would be to bea grentor 
fool anda moro dishonest man by and by. 
Mon onght not to goin debt. Blessed is lio 
that lins not done so; bnt they who are 
unwittingly or sinfully, cannot help them- 
selves at this timo. Tho thing is hopcloss, 
and mon must wait, To ask a mau to pay 
two or three hundred dollars, when ho can- 
not raiso money enough to buy a postage 
stamp moro than twico amonth, is distross- 
ing.

PETTY TRESPASS, 
The following Act to amend the law re@ 
| lating to potty trespassc in Upper Canada 
} was introduced into the Upper Honso by 
} the Ropresentative of the Western Division, 
| the Hon. John Prince, and passed through 
| the Lowor Houso without amendinont. 

Tn amendinent of the law relati 
ty trespasses in Upper Canada: Ter Ma- 
jesty, by aud with the advice and consent 
of the Legislative Council and Assembly 
of Canada enacts as follows : 

I. Any person who shall unlawfully 
enter into, come upon, or pass through, or 
turn any Horses, Cattle, Sheep or Swino 
upon, or permit any suc! to or rango 
at largo upon, or in any way trespass upon 
any land or promises whatsoever, being 
wholly or in part enclosed and being thé 
property of any othor person, sliall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than one dollar nor 
more than ten dollars for every such of- 
| fence, irrespective of any damago having 
or not haying boen occasioned thereby ; 
and such penalty may be recovered with 
costs in every case of conviction before any 
one Justice of the Peace, who shall decide 
tho matter in a summary way, and award 
costs in cases of conyiction, which may be 
had either on view, ov on confession of the | 
party complained against, or on the onth of 
one credible witness: Provided always, 
that nothing herein contained shall extend 
to any case where the party trespassing 
acted under a fair and reasonable supposi- | 
tion that he had a right to do the act com- 
ained of, or to any case within the mean- 
ing of, tho twonty-fourth section of the Act 
fourth and fifth Vivtoria, chapter twenty- 
six, for consolidating and amending the 
laws in this Province relative to malicious 
injuries to property.

to give another opinion more moiern, from 
ono whiose reputation and opinion -ns a con- 
stitutional Lawyer, our opponents of all 
calibres appear to admit. We shall show 
what Lop Brovonan thinks of these points. 
In his statesmen of the time of George III, 
Loxp Brovowam says:— 


“The question is, “Does the King of this 
country hold « real or only # nominal office? 
Is ho’ merely @ form, or fa he a substantice 
power in our mixed and balanved constitution f” 
Somo maintain, nay, itis a prevailing opinion 
certain authorities of no mean eit that 
vercigu, having chosen his ministers, ns- 
er to them the whole executive power. 
hey treat him ns a trustes fora temporary 80, 
to preserve, as it were, some contingent estate = 
or a provisional assignee, to hold the property 
of an insolvent for a day, and then divest him: 
self of the estate by resigning it over. They 
regard the only power really vested in the 
Crown to be the choice of ministers, and even 
the exercise of this to be controlled by the Par- 
linment, ‘They reduce the king more complete- 
ly to the condition of a State pageant or State 
cipher than one of Abbe Sicyes’ constitutions 
did, when ho proposed to have a Grand Fune- 
ary with no power except to give away of- 
fices; upon which Napoleon, then first consul, 
to whom the proposition was tendered, nsked if 
it well beeame him to be mnde a “covhon a 
Vengrais nln somme de trois tillions par an!” 
-=(A hog to bo fntted at the rate of £120,000a 
year.) The English animal, according to the 
Whig doctrine, much moro nearly answers this 
somewhat coarse description ; for the Abbe'- 
plan was to give his royal beast a substantial 
voice in the distribution of all patronage; 
while our lion is only to havo the sad_preroga- 
tive of naming whomsoever the Parliament 
chooses, and eating his owa mess in quict, 
Now, with all the disposition in the world to 
re that Royal prerogative should be restrict 
od, and the will of the nation govern the na- 
tional affuirs, we cannot comprehend the theory 
of amonarchy. It assigns to the Crown either 
far too much revenue, or far too little power. 
To pay a million a-year, or more, for a name, 
seems absurdly oxtravagaut. Zo affect living 
under a kingly government, and yet suffer no 
of kingly power, seems extravagantly absurd, 
Surely he meaning of having a Sovereign is, that 
his voice should be heard, and his influence felt, in 
the administration of public_affairs. The differ- 
ent orders of the State have a right to look towards 
that high quarter all in their turn for rupport when 
their rights are invaded by one another's encroach- 
ments, or to elain the Royal wnpirage when their 
conflicts cannot be settled by mutual concessions ; 
and unless the whole notion of a» fixed monar 
cliy, and a balance of three powers, is a mere 
fiction aud a dream, the royal portion of the 
composition must be allowed to haye Some pow 
ey, to produce somo effect upon the quality of 
the whole. It isnot denied that George IIT. 
sought to rule too much; itis not maintained

better, and would purchase the continuance of the 
greatest evils at the highest price, rather than en- 
‘counter the risk of achange. The example is wor- 
thy of notice at all times, which he set, in refusing 
to be made a state puppet in his minister's hands, 
and to let his name be used cither by men whorn he 
despised, or for purposes which he disapproved. 
Nor could any one ever charge him of ruling 
hy favorites ; still less could any one, by pre- 
tending to ba the people’s choice, impoxo him- 
self on his vigorons understanding. Tle had 
jntinata friends, with whom much of his time 
was passed, but they were under his influonce 
in all things, and influonced him in none, Fa 
yor in other quarters, whether pretended or 
really enjoyed, was the sure preventive of any 
favor from hitn.” 

And so it is wilh those who follow in the 
wake of Georga Browm and Darcy McGoo. 
Thoy affect to be pleased to iive under 1 
Kingly Governmont, yet would doprive that 
Kingly power ofall constitutional authority in 
tho Government; they affect to despise Re- 
publican Government, and seck to establish 
it, in its worst and most tyrannical features.

“effect, cannot bo dented, unless by those 
‘who are averao to monoroy.” With those 
remarks, wo dismiss this branch of tho

In this communi- 
cation of which we happen to have a copy 
now before us, Colonel Gordon showed that 
as regards facilities for commerce, safety in 
time of war, its capabilities of being made 
a second Gibralter, its picturosquesness of 
situation, and its central position as regards 
the principle seats of population, Ottawa 
was well fitted not only to be the capital of 
the Provinces, but might in due time be- 
come one of tho finest cities in the world, 
The Queen, therefore, having graciously 
made her award in favor of such a site, it 
was to be expected that our Canadian fol- 
low subjects would have accepted the arbi- 
trament and sunk their local jealousies.— 
It has vot turned out so, The advocates 
of Quebec, Montreal and Toronto combin- 
ed against the selection, and a majority 
voted that Ottawa ought not to be the per- 
manent Seat of Government.
